Government, is destined to make our great val- 
ley, another Eden, more fruitfel in blessings 
than the first, and which will send joy to the 
heart and hearth of every child of poverty, 
in the confines of civilization. 

We have no room left, for the praises which 
justly belong to this Address, and we regret it 
the less, as its author does not need them. It 
is far casier to praise justly than to criticise 
well, and if we have chosen the more difficult 
task, it is not from love of fault-finding, but 
because we knew, that it would be useless to 
point out, what would be obvious to all. *

Interesting from Mexico, 

The Union contains some interesting intelli- 
gence from Mexico, received by the recent ar- 
rival at New Orleans. The following is an ex- 
tract of a letter froma reliable source, under 
date of Vera Cruz, Sept. 13th: 

“The government of Mexico is said to be 
without a dollar in the Treasury; nor have I 
heard of its having adopted any means to ob- 
tain funds for prosecuting the war. Ampudia, 
it was believed, would be at Monterey an the 
24th of August, with 8,000 men. 

“A report was prevalent in Mexico on the 
3d instant, that Samta Anna had given orders 
for the Mexican forces at Monterey, and other 

jaces in that quarte-, to fall back on San Luis 
‘otosi,and that he would meet them with 390,- 
000 men. 

“The plan of the Ciudadela, as it is termed, 
seems to have been accepted by the military 
and civil authorities throughout the country, 
with great unanimity, and apparently the ope- 
rations of government are going on without 
difficulty. 

“From private sources, however, entitled to 
some degree of credit, I learn that a great por- 
tion of the people, ainongst them men ofinflu- 
ence, are opposed to Santa Anna, afid place no 
confidence in his promises. It is evident he 
apprehends more serious opposition than he at 
first expected, from his delay in going to Mex- 
ico. He was still at his country seat of El En- 
cerro, on the 8th instant, where it was believed 
he would remain until the meeting of Con- 
gress, or antil his party gained a decided pre- 
ponderance. I am of opinion his presence will 
add greatly to the embarrassment of the coun- 

» try, embitter the feelings of parties, and finally 
lead to e civil war.” 

Letters from Mexico, of recent date, mention 
the arrival of the Congress, and the departurc 
of Commodore Sloat from Mazatlan for the Uni- 
ted States. 

The province of Yucatan manifests some dis- 

ition to surrender her independence, and to 
throw herself once more into the arms of Mexi- 
co, under the rule of Santa Anna.

We do not say that Judge Hall should have 
elaborated his subject in these three direc- 
tions. It is perhaps impossible to do it at all, 
certainly todo it well, in the limits of a single 
The attempt to do it, even with 
aid of his clear and graceful style, would have 
been voted a bore. But we do say that the au- 
thor should at least have indicated the division

of which his subject was capable; that he 
sh uld not have undertaken to exhibit the 
whole, when he intended only showing us a 
part. For this reason, his address lacks com- 
pleteness and comprehensiveness. Not that he 
has omitted all mention of the intellect and 
morality of commerce—for this is not the case; 
but he has mentioned in such a connection, 
and given them so little prominence, as to 
show that he has never studied, separately and 
distinetly, the relations of Commerce to Sei- 
ence and Religion. - .c seems to have inquired 
rather, how knowledge and morality may con- 
tribute to mercantile success, and not how the 
position and opportunities of the Merchant 
may be rendered auxiliary to Virtue and Edu- 
cation. 
We also have aright to complain that, of 
the three grounds on which the Dignity and 
Usefulness of Commerce might have been plac- 
ed, he has chosen to place it on the weakest and 
most unsatisfactory. He defends and eulogizes 
it principally for its physical triumphs and tro- 
phies. He selects the West as the theatre of its 
glories, and recounts its struggles and victories 
in the contest with savage nature. This is, 
perhaps, the most natural view for Judge Hall, 
whose character of mind and style fit him rath- 
er for narrative and description, than metaphy- 
sics and dialectics. He may be a historian, 
but not a philosopher. It cannot be that the 
prominence of this view arises from his prefe- 
rence of railroads and canals to schools and col- 
leges, of money to morality. We are afraid, 
however, that the tendency of it isto beget 
such a partiality in the minds of his readers. 
We have spoken of Commerce only by its 
definition, and not by its practice—of its natu- 
ral and abstract relations, not’of those relations 
as modified and controlled by the customs and 
habits of trade—of Commerce as it ought to be, 
not as it is. This distinction opens another 
ficld of inquiry, which ought to have been 
something more than barely touched. No 
greater service could be done the mercantile 
community than a faithful comparison between 
the natural principles and true theory of com- 
mereial action, and the principles and theory 
upon which it is, in fact, based. Tie inquiry 
is perhaps involved in that Concerning the re- 
lations between Commerce and Reason, and 
would lead to the discovery-of the true nature 
of Commerce, and the conditions of its highest 
success, as also in. what particulars its nature 
is violated, and which of those conditions are 
wanting in our present commercial system.— 
It would lay open the philosophy of those com- 
mercial revulsions, those universal bankrupt- 
cies, which periodically sweepover the busi- 
ness community, and create such wide-spread 
desolation. 
And even the view which Judge Hall hus ta- 
ken of the connection between commerce and 
the vast and rapid physical growth of the West, 
is neither comprehensive por profound. He at- 
tributes the Wonderful growth and improve- 
ment of the West, to the spirit of commercial 
enterprise. The error is, we think,.in making 
a cause of that, which is itself, an effect. For 
the question may be asked, to what do we owe, 
this spirit of commercial enterprise? _ It is ve-

Fifteen Days Later from Santa Fe—General 
Kearney to move against Chihuahua,—Our at 
tentive correspondent of Independence in the 
following letter advises us of the arrival of a 
company of traders from Santa Fe, bringing 
tidings from the Army up to, the 9th of Sep- 
tember. ‘he news is briefly stated. and is not 
of very startling interest—inasmuch as the re- 
ports which most excited the army will not 
command any very great degree of credence, 
here, where we have later intelligence from 
Mexico. ‘To-day or to-morrow, we may re- 
ceive letters from our friends in Santa Fe, and 
details of the operations of the Army: 
Correspondence of the Republican. 
INDEPENDENCE, Oct. 3d, 1846. 


The arrival of another company from Santa 
Fe is just announced by one of their number, a 
little in advance of the rest. ‘There are some 
ten or fifteen of them altogether. When they 
started from Santa Fe, they had twenty or 
twenty-five, a part of their number returning 
again finding employment in companies going 
out, 

Messrs. Ware, Charles Ferguson, of Phila- 
delphia, and others, are twenty-four days out 
from Santa Fe, having left there the 9th Sep- 
tember. Everything seems to have been quiet 
in and around the place, but the news from be- 
low is a little startling. 

It was currently reported, when the company 
left, that five thousand men, the flower of the 
Mexican force, were on their way up from be- 
low and near Chihuahua, to meet and attack 
Gen. Kearney, and that it was the General’s 
determination to leave a sufficient number un- 
der the command of Col. Doniphan, of Clay, 
and take the remainder of our army. The 
report still further is, that Gen Paredes was on 
his way to Chihuahua with fifteen thousand 
men, to attack Gen. Wool. If this be true, 
and it seems that credence was given to the 
report at Santa Fe, from letters received from 
below, our western force will have something 
to do this winter.

With 
bat few exceptions, indeed, all of these poems 
are occasional, the free, fresh and spoiutaneous 
expression of the noble poet’s heart, excited be- 
yond the power of restraint, cither by some glo- 
rious testimony in favor of freedom, begetting 
a hope too joyous to be confined, or by some of 
those savage and barbarian acts of cruelty, 
which have not uncommonly marked the char- 
acter of slave-dealing tyranny, arousing an in- 
dignation, too honest and fearless to die, with- 
out leaving some token of its life. 

Whittier’s poetry is just of that character 
that makes it most difficult to analyze the 
mental characteristics of its author. No one 
who is capable of appreciating its truth and 
beauty, can willingly imflietepon bimecl( the 
task of confining his attention to his mere 
manner and style, when he is attracted so 
strongly by its matter. No one would force 
his boat to the calm and shallows of the shore, 
merely te observe its shrubs and pebbles, (ex- 
cept some unpoetic geologist or dissector of pis- 
tils and calyxes,) while there was so much ex- 
hilerating delight in being borne down by the 
bright and rapid current. No one can read 
Whittier, and think of criticising him. Praise 
and blame are alike impossible. ‘The truth is, 
you never think of the manat all. Your whole 
mind it filled with the distinct and living ima- 
ges which spring up from his words, as of old 
did armed men from the dragon’s teeth, that 
Cadmus sowed. Your heart is rocked to its 
base with the floods of emotion which are pour- 
ed into it, from the exhaustless fountains of 
his own. You do not feel that any one is 
teaching or talking to you. ”Tis yourself that 
thinks, that dreams, that speaks forth with the 
vigor and elevation of glorious, new-discovered 
truth. His poems are devoid of that personali- 
ty that would attract our thoughts to him. He 
is not continually telling you how, but what» 
he feels and thinks. 
vain boastings, no defiance to men, nor chal- 
lenge to fate, is the burden of his songs. ‘hey 
are not flattering likenesses of himself, set off 
with flowers of fancy, and framed with’ poetic 
gilt, that he holds up for admiration or for sym- 
pathy.

His verse seems to be the mould and shape, in- 
to which his thoughts naturally flow, as the 
only ones, indeed, in which they could be enr 
bodied. All kinds and forms of measure seem 
equally at his command, which is the stronger 
proof of his power over language as his thought 
is generally of the same castand hue. ‘“Cas- 
sandra Southwick” and “Massachusetts to Vir- 
ginia,” are admirable specimens of the ballad 
style Notwithstanding the robust and hopeful 
vigor of the general tone of his feeling, his lyre 
sometimes give utterance to the tenderest notes 
of a melancholy, that sends its plaintive vibra- 
tions to the very depths of the heart. A beau-

As Mr. Gallagher’s claims to poetical 
merit are now being mooted, this Poem comes 
opportanely, to aid in the solution of the diffi- 
culty, though this question we shall not our- 
selves interfere with, leaving it for those to de- 
cide who have assumed the responsibility of 
the task. Commencement poems, generally 
the admiration of unfledged sophomores and 
the wonder of villagers, are not expected to out- 
live the recollection of the occasion that ealled 
forth. Mr. Gallagher has aimed, and 
with no small success, to producea work which, 
while it must have greatly added to the attrae- 
tions of the Hanover festival, will be consider- 
ed worthy of a place in the permanent litera- 
ture of the country, to which he has already 
made many valuable contributions. This poem 
indeed, independent of its mere poetic beauty,

Not until now have his unresting eyes [deeps. 
Pierced steadily the thick old gloom that lies 
On and around him from his natal day,— 
And seen, with faith that knows not to despond, 
The heaven of beauty that lies bright beyond, 
Outspreading wide, and stretching far away.” 
The continuity of the argument is preserved 
throughout with singalar, and, as we think, 
commendable fidelity. It is no slight proof of 
high excellence in art, that the unity of the 
poem is preserved with grace, without being 
marredjby sudden and abrupt transitions. The 
argument flows on naturally and without ef-

The uniform heroic measure we think would 
have been better suited to the nature of the 


passage, remarkable for both these qualiti 
fully confirms our criticism : 

“Then rose on daring wing immortal mind, 
Exulting, proud, aspiring, anconfined,— 
Cleaving the starry depths of boundless space, 
And turning back but to renew the race. 

Then man, from hoary clog and fetter freed, 
Felt in his soul that he was Man indeed,— 
Created and endow’d for nobler things 

Than crowd andcharacter the courts of kings,— 
Born not, in trath, another’s, but his own, 
Llimself his master, and himself alone. 

And this was Freedom!—This it was that broke 
The clanking chain, and burst the galling yoke; 
That rose and struck with sudden fury down 
oh . . . ’ 

I'he priestly mitre and the kingly crown.” 
Oceasionally this variety is well adapted to 
the expression of varicty in the action, as in the 
following passage, referring to the French Rev- 
olution, where the desperate and violent ener- 
gy of the convulsion is happily conveyed in the 
quick succession of the verse, and the subse- 


es, 


quent apathy and exhaustion, by the longer 
and more leisurely lines: 

“War! —War again! 
Not now for freedom, but for blood! 

Nor was the struggle vain: 

For thick the warm and purple flood 
po -—tanh over many plain, 
Where men like demons tought; 
Like demons fell, 
As if their fiery hearts had caught 
The hottest passions of intensest hell. 
Weakened and faint at length, . 
They fell where they had poured: their 
[strength; 
And as they sank exhausted down, 
The priestly mitre and the royal crown, 
Above them rose, and theirs again 
Were galling yoke and clanking chain: 
And humbled, bound, oppress’d, the nations 
{still remain.” 

Mr. Gallagher occasionally makes use of 
triplets, which we think highly objectionable. 
Unless used sparingly and with skilfal art, 
they are always weak, and are, to our ear, very 
offensive. The following lines, preceded by a 
very animated description of Grecian civiliza- 
tion, are for this reason, exceedingly unfortu- 
nate for the close of the stanzas. 

“The ari that soonest rose 
Against encircling foes, 
And struck for Liberty its fiercest blows, 
Was the same arm that gave 
His galling fetters to the slave, . 
And drove the good and just to seek a foreign 
grave.” 

One great beauty of this poem, is its sim- 
plicity, its entire want of pretension and ab- 
sence of poetic pedantry. We have no gran- 
diloquent invocation of any coquettish muse, 
no stringing together of far fetched epithets, 
no coining of new and strange words, out of 
old and familiar ones, no straining and start- 
ing, no attitudinizing or rolling of the eyes, no 
exaggerated persunifications, no incantations, 


exeerations or supplications to imaginary ter- 
rors, no showers of undistinguishing exclama- 
tions and interjections. We are relieved, too, 
from the tiresome contemplation of Parnassus, 
from the monotonous music of Ilyssus and that 
“glorious company” of the ancient Immortals, 
long since dead and buried, but which are reg- 
ularly exhumed from their resting places, like 
dead bodies for medical students, for the pro- 
fessional practice of poctical apprentices. Mr. 
Gallagher, with as much taste as wisdom, has 
been content, plainly to tell his thoughts in 
plain English, and has found rare poetic truth, 
where others have passed it arrogantly by, in 
the “pure well of English undefiled.” The 
lines that follow, form the conclusion of the 
poem and are very fine. ™ 
“Tue Promise or THe Present! Hour by hour 
T sce the upgrowing of a perillous pow’r, 
Whose mightiest energy, when’er it come, 
Will strike the pale and startled nations dumb. 
Not here—not here alone, 
Pants the torn bosom for a better day, 
But wheresoe’er the light of Truth hath shone, 
In the Old World away. 
Patiently, well and long 
The many for the few have toil’d in sweat,— 
Not deeming lightly of the accursed wrong, 
But feeling that not yet 
Had come the day of reckoning-and wrath. 
But now, beside the lone and desolate path 
Of slave and peasant,—where ‘the rice- 
swamps spread, 
Or where his bone and crast the Chartist hath, 
Or where Hibernia’s sons in bondage tread, 
Or by the Danube’s icy wave, or where 
The dusky Syrian roves with bosom bare,— 
Where’er a proud and trampled spirit bleeds, 
A desperate purpose nerves for desperate deeds; 
And outraged millions, rising from the dust, 
Place in on-looking Heav’n their hope, their 
trust, 
And pant to mingle in that glorious fight, 
Which shall beat down the Wrong—lift up the 
Right. 
The voice of Senates, and the breath of Kings, 
Order and law, shall then be fragile things,— 
for, as fieree tempests, lashing as they sweep 
Tuimultuous billows on the sounding Deep, 
Strike down the might est fleets, and scatter 
wide 
The proudest armaments its waves that ride,— 
So human passions, of térrifie birth, 
Shall sweep and desolate the broad green Earth, 
Until the fight be fought, the victory won, 
And Equal Justice smile on all beneath the 
sun.”

Ihave the honor to receive your interrogato- 
ries. My whole heart is opposed to Land Mo- 
nopoly, and had I thought as much as you have 
done how to prevent it, | should perhaps have 
agreed with you fully to the measures for pre- 
venting it. 

1 am prepared to say, that I would have the 
Pubhe Lands, both of the State and United 
States, given to actual settlers. I ain also pre- 
pared to say that I would have the Homesteads 
exempt from alienation on account of any fu- 
ture debt or liability; and I am prepared to 
say, that if these measures should not have the 
effect to prevent Land Monopoly, I would have 
other measures brought to their aid. 

As to the limitation of the hours of labor, I 
can readily say, that I would have them fewer 
rather than more than ten hours a day. But 
how far legislation should be looked to to pro- 
duce this desirable effect Iam not prepared to 
Say. 
As to salaries, I am the friend of low salaries. 
High salaries are a great evil. They plunder 
the people. They are the chief stimulous to 
office-seeking, and they are a prolific source of 
extravagance and demoralization. I see not 
why official and public any more than unoffi- 
cial and private labor should be unreasonably 
compensated. 

In respect to the convicts you refer to, let 
ine say that | am glad that a share of them 
have already been pardoned, and that I shall 
be glad to witness an early manifestation of the 
clemency of the Executive toward the re- 
mainder. Let me, however, at the same time, 
add that my soul abhors anarchy and its ac- 
companying violence-and bloodshed. In the 
prosecution of our rightful objects we should 
be law-abiding and tender of life.

Slavery and the Slave Trade, 
he following choice morsel, the opinion of 
Boswell, the biographer of Dr. Johnson, on the 
slave-trade, we commend to the defenders of 
modern slavery. 


“I beg leave to enter my solenm protest 
against Dr. Johnson’s general doctrine with 
respect to the slave trade. I will resolutely. 
say that his unfavorable notion of it was owing 
to prejudice, and imperfect or false informa- 
tion. The wild and dangerous attempt which 
has for some time been persisted in, to obtain 
an act of-our legislature to abolish so very im- 
portant and necessary a branch of commercial 
interest, must have been crushed at once, had 
not the insignificance of the zealots, who vain- 
ly took the lead in it, made the vast body of 
planters, merchants, and others, whose im- 
mense properties are involved in that trade, 
reasonably enough suppose that there could be 
no danger. ‘The encouragement which the at- 
tempt has received, excites my wonder and 
indignation; and though some men of superior 
ubilities have supported it, (whether from a 
love of temporary popularity when prosperous, 
or a love of general mischief when desperate), 
my opinion is unshaken. ‘I'o abolish a status 
which in all ages God has sanctioned, and man 
continued, would not only be robbery to an in- 
numerable class of our fellow subjects, but it 
would be extreme cruelty to African savages; 
a portion of whom it saves from massacre, or 
intolerable bondage in their own country, and 
introduces into a mach happier state of life; 
especially now, when their passage to the West 
Indies, and their treatment there, is humanely 
regulated. To abolish that trade, would be to 
shut the gates of mercy on mankind.” 

Official Despatches, 

The following from Gen. Taylor’s despatches, 
gives more fully the names of those killed and 
wounded in the engagement at Monterey. 

I regret to re; ort that our successes have not 
been obtained without severe loss, to be attrib- 
uted in a good measure to the order of the 
troops in pressing forward. No returns of kil- 
led and wounded have yet been received, nor is 
it known what corps of Gen. Worth’s division 
have suffered most. In the other portion of 
the army the Ist, 3d and 4th regiments of in- 
fantry and regiments of Tennessee volunteers 
have sustained the greatest loss. The follow-, 
ing is believed to be an accurate list of the of- 
ficers killed and wounded ;

‘The following ‘‘ memoranda” are from the pen 
ofan officer who was in the battles: 

Hasty Memoranda of the operations. of the Ameri- 
tan Army before Monterey, Mexico, from the 19th 
to the 24th September. 

On the 19th Gen. ‘Taylor arrived before Monte- 
réy, with a force of about 6000 men, and after re- 
comoitering the city at about 1500 or 1600 yards 
fram the Cathedral fort, during which he was 


fired upon fronby#$-batteries, his force was encamp- 
edat Walnut Sfrings, t Miles short of the 
city. ‘This was the nearest pt fap a which the 


amy could obtain a supply of water, and be beyond 
the reach of the enemies batteries. The remainder 
ofthe 19th was occupied by the engineers in mak- 
ing reconnoisances of the city, batteries and-com- 
manding heights. On the 20th Gen. Worth was 
érdered with his division to move by a circuitous 
toute to the right, to gain the Saltillo road beyond 
the west of the town and to storm the heights 
above the Bishop’s Palace, which vital point the 
enemy appear to have strangely neglected. Cir- 
cumstances caused his halt on the night of the 20th 
shon of the intended position. On the morning 
of the 21st he continned his route, and after an en- 
counter with a large body of the enemy’s cavalry 
and infantry, supported by artillery trom the 
heights, he repulsed them with loss, and finally en- 
camped, covering the passage of the Saltillo road. 
It was here discovered, that besides the fort at the 
'Bishop’s Palace and the occupation of the heights 
above it, two forts, on commanding eminences, on 
the opposite side of the San Juan, had been fortfied 
and occupied. ‘These two latter heights were then 
stormed and carried—the guns of the last fort car- 
ried being immediately turned with a plunging fire 
upon the Bishop’s Palace. On this same morning 
{the 21st] the Ist division of regular troops, under 
Gen. ‘l'wiggs, and the volunteer division, under 
Gen. Butler, were ordered under arms to make a 
diversion to the lett of the town, in favor of the 
important operations of Gen. Worth. ‘The 10 
inch mortar and two 24 pounder howitzers, had 
peen put in battery the mght of the 20th, in a 
ravine 1400 yards distant from the Cathedral fort 
or Citadel, and were supported by the 4th Regi- 
ment of Intantry. At 7 A. M. on the 2Ist the 
order was given lor this battery to open upon the 
Citadel and town, and immediately after the Ist 
division, with the 3d and 4th Infantry in advance. 
under Col. Garland, were ordered to reconnoitre 
and skirmish with the enemy on the extreme left 
of the city, and should prospect of success ofler, to 


carry theaos' vanced battery. This attack 
was direé by Maj. Mansfield, Engineer, Capt. 
Williams, Topographical Engineer, and Major 
Kinney, Quartermaster of the ‘Texas Division. 
Aheavy tire from the first battery was immediately 
lopened upon the advance, but the troops soon turn- 
ed it, entering and engaging with the enemy in the 
streets of the city, having passed through an inces- 
sant cross fire from the Citadel and the first and 
second batteries, and from the infantry who lined 
the parapets, streets and house-tops ol the city.— 
The rear of the Ist battery was soon turned, and 
the reverse fire of the troops throngh the gorge of 
the works, killed or dislodged the arullerists and 
infantry from it, and the building occupied by in- 
fantry immediately in its rear. ‘The Ist Division 
was followed and supported by the Mississippi and 
‘Tennessee and Ist Ohio Regiments, the two form- 
er regiments being the first to scale and occupy the 
fort. ‘I'he success of the day here stopped. ‘The 
Massissippi, ‘I'ennessee and Ohio Regiments, 
though warmly engaged in the streets of the city 
for some time after the capture of the Ist battery 
and its adjvining defences, were unable, from ex- 
haustion and the loss they had sutlered, to gain 
more advantage. A heavy shower of rain also 
came up to canse a “_o ol hostilities before 
the close of the day. ‘I'he 3d, 4th and 1st Infantry 
and the Baltimore Battalion, remained as the gar- 
rison of the captured position, under Col. Garland, 
assisted by Capt. Ridgely’s battery. ‘'wo 12 
pounders, one 4 pounder, and 1 howitzer, were cap- 
tured in this fort, three officers and some 20 or 30 
men takea prisoners. One of thé 12 pounders was 
served against the 2d fort and defences, with cap 
tured ammunition, during the remainder of the 
day, by Capt. Ridgely. The storming parties eS 
pound. 
‘era, which were also immediately turned against 
their former owners, 

On the morning of the 22d, Gen. Worth contin- 
pued his operations, and portions of his division 
stormed and carried successively the heights above 
the Bishop's Palace. Both were carried by a com- 
mand under Capt. Vinton, 3d Artillery. In these 
operations the company of Louisiana troops under 
‘Capt. Blanchard perlormed efficient and gallant 
service as part of Capt. Vinton'’s command, Four 
pieces of arullery, with a good supply of ammuni- 
‘tion, were captured in the Bishop's Palace this day, 
‘some of which were immediately turned upon the 
enemy’s defences in the city. On the evening of 
ithe 22d, Col. Garland and his command were re- 
lieved as the garrison of the captured forts by Gen. 
Quitman with the Missjssippi and ‘Tennessee Reg- 
iments, and fiye companies of the Kentucky Regi- 
ment.

On the 2Ist, 22d and 23d there was some hard 
fightiny here, and many poor fellows have suffered 
by, it.--Bat 1 think it may be safely said that the 
own is in Gen. ‘Taylor's power. 

‘The place was much more strongly fortified 
than Gen ‘Taylor had any idea of, and the Mexi- 
cans delended their works with skilland determi- 
nation. 

‘lhis morning Col. Moreno, the Adj. General of 
the Mexican Army, came into camp with a prop 
osition from Gen. Ampudia to evacuate the town, 
he and his army to march out and to retire into 
the interior. This, Gen. Taylor declined, and in- 
sisted upon Ampudia and his officers: becoming 
prisoners of war, the men to be disbanded and dis 
persed with a stipulation not to serve against us 
during the war; the General and officers to remain 
in custody until disposed of by order of our Gov- 
ernment. ‘The parties have been negotiating all 
day, and if they do not agree there will be some 
hard fighting, as the place cannot hold out long. 
Although we gain the place and victory, it has cost 
us dear. 

‘The carnage on our side is great, and probably 
more so than the Mexicans, as to that we do not 
know, as they fought under cover all the time. 
Gen. Worth has distinguished himself as a gailant 
soldier and skilltul commander. 

Gen. Taylor gave him a fair chance, and he has 
nobly availed himself of it. His division, with 
Hays’ regiment of ‘Texan Volunteers have gained 
more ground and carried more points than all the 
rest of the army, and with very little loss; up to 
yesterday, 6 P. M., it is only five killed and twen- 
ty-eight wounded. ‘The Joss on our side will not 
be less than five hundred killed, wounded and 
prisoners. 

Brazos SantTiace, Sept. 29, 1846 

Gen. Taylor’s Army arrived before Monterey on 
the 19th, and found the enemy occupying the place 
in force. Our army commenced the attack on the 
21st and continued for three days. On the tmorn- 
ing of the 24th Gen. Ampudia offered to capitulate, 
which was granted by Gen. Taylor. 

Seven days were allowed to the Mexicans to 
evacuate and an armistice of eight weeks. The 
troops of neither army are to passa line running 
trom the Rinconado through Linares and San Fer- 
nando. 

Gen. Ampudia acknowledged 7000 as the num- 
ber of his troops, butit probably amounted to full 
11,000. Our loss is severe. ‘I'he Ist, 3rd and ath 
Intantry suffered, with the Tennessee Volunteers 
on the 2ist under the eye of Gen. Taylor. Gene- 
ral ‘Taylor escaped unhurt, but was greatly expo- 
sed; his horse was wounded. 

Our killed and wounded will amount to 500. 

Gen. Worth with his battalion and Hay’s com- 
mand had an action some distance this side of 
ee with a considerable Mexican force and 
dispersed them ina short time. Colonel Hays kill- 
ed a lieutenant Colonel of the Mexican Army sin- 
gle-handed. 

How many were killed and wounded in this ac- 
tion I did not learn. 

Some Volunteers on their way from Mier to join 
the army, were attacked by a large body of Mexi- 
can troops and killed and shockingly mutilated. 

[Special Correspondence of the Picayune.] 
Monterey, Mexico, Sept. 25, 1846. 

Gentlemen.—‘I he city has capitulated on the fol- 
lowing terms: The Mexican soldiers shall be per- 
mitted to march out of town with their arms and 
six small field pieces, leaving all their munitions of 
war behind, with all their artillery and public 
stores. ‘l'hey are to retire to Linares, sixty miles 
hence, and about thirty miles north of Saltillo, and 
are not to approach nearer than that to this place 
within sixty days, or until each party can hear 
from its respective government. Ampudia kept 
Gen. Taylor until nearly midnight last night pre- 
paring the terms, etc. Many persons, particularly 
the Texan volunteers who fought so bravely, are 
displeased at these terms. ‘The town was all but 
in our hands, and could, they believed, have Leen 
taken in three hours. | believe that it would have 
required much more hard fighting to have taken it, 
but this was not the question with Gen. ‘Taylor.— 
He and all his oflivers knew perfectly well, ol 
course, that the town could soon be taken, but he 
wanted no prisoners to take up his time and eat his 
substance; but he did have an object in view which 
will be reached by the terms of this capitulation 
and that object will lead toa result most benfi- 
cial to our governinent, under whose advice or er- 
ders Gen. Taylor acted in agreeing to these terms, 
As I have a few moments to spare before the ex- 
press goes out this morning, (he was de‘ained last 
night by the slow progress of business with Ampnu- 
dia,) I will speak of the operations of Gen. Taylor, 
on his side of the town. 

Major Mansfield, of the Engineers, reconnoitred 
the enemy’s works on the night of the 19th, but 
could obtain no very accurate information although 
he approached very near to some of them on the 
heights. On the 20th Lient. Scarritt and Lieut. 
Pope were sent out to reconnpitre the works, 
Searritt_ on the right and Pope on the left of the 
town, ‘The latter approached and discovered the 
position of a battery on the extreme lett, and was 
exposed to a fire of cannon and musketry from 
Lancers, frem which, after finishing his observa- 
lions, he retired if saiety. On the night of the 
20th the mortar and howitzer batteries were plac- 
ed in « position to play on the strong holds around 
the citadel. ‘The action commenced on the morn- 
ing of the 2!+t, by the opening of these two batte- 
ries. _ Col. Garland’s Brigade were ordered to 
move to the left for the purpose of storming the 
battery discovered by Lieut. Pope the day before, 
and to occupy if possible, the lower part-of the ci- 
ty. Major Mansfield, Capt. Williams and Lieut. 

‘ope were ordered in advance to select the most 
available point of attack, and to direct the move- 
ments of the column upon it. Three companies 

hrown-forward-as “skirmishers and advane- 
ed rapidly towards the works, followed by the 
Brigade in line of battle. ynder a cross fire of ar- 
tillery from the. citadel and fort, and a heavy fire 
of musketry. ‘The column charged into a street 
about 200 yards to the right of the bat'ery, passed 
the works entirely, and effected an entrance into 
the tower. Aller advancing rapidly about 400 
yards beyond the battery, they came immediately 
in tront of a masked battery of artillery and mus- 
ketry, which swept the street completely by its 
range. 

‘The barricades of the streets at sixty yards dis- 
tance from the head of the column, was lined with 
Mexican troops, wha were entirely covered them- 
selves, opened a murderous discharge of grape and 
musketry upon the advancing column. Every 
house in the street was pierced tor musketry and 
enfiladed the street in every direction. Under this 
fire the following officers were killed or mortally 
wounded: Major Barber, 3d Infantry, by grape shot 
in the abdomen; Capt. Williams, ‘Topographical 
Engineers, shot throyjgh the body by musket ball, 
fell into the street and was dragged into the door- 
way ofa house by Lieut. Pope, amidst a shower of 
balls that covered him with dust. The gallantry 
of this young officer, now in his first battle, is spo- 
ken of in admiration by thearmy. Capt. Williams 
died the next day and was buried with the honors 
of war by the Mexican troops, into_ whose hands 
he had fallen Liept. Merrett, jst Infantry, shot 
through the body, died the HE day.

During the engagement in town, of Gailand’s 
Brigade, the forts that were passed, on the left, 19 
entering the town, were gallantly carried by the 
‘Nennessee and Mississippi reginents— the first 
commanded by Col. Campbell, and the second by 
Lieut. Col. McClung, ol the Missis- 
sippi Regiment, was dangerously wounded. ‘These 
regiments sustained a great loss, of killed and 
wounded, but [cannet in the short time lett me: 
ascertain the names or number of those who tell 
Capt. Bragg’s battery of Light ‘Artillery was brought 
into action, but as it was impossible to use it et- 
fectively, it was withdrawn. Several picces of ar- 
tillery were captured. ‘The forts that were taken 
were occupied by Ridgely’s Light Artillery com- 
pany, whu turned the captured pieces aguinst the 
Mexican works and the cannonude was kept up 
the rest of the day.—‘There were many skirmishes, 
and gallant deeds, etc., etc., which I will mention 
ata future time. 

On the night of the 22d the enemy abandoned 
the two works which proved so destructive to the 
3d and 4th Infantry, and they were occupied early 
next morning, by the Mississippi and ‘Tennessee 
regiments under (Gien. Quitman. About three 
o'clock, same morning, thesetwo regiments ad- 
vanced on the town, and a sharp engayeme nt com- 
menced. ‘These Rangers were supported by a 
body of Texas Rangers, (dismounted tor the oeca- 
sion) under Gen. Henderson, and by the 3d_ regi 
ment of Infantry. ‘The fight: was kept up until 4 
o'clock P. M., during which time our troops drove 
theenemy from house to hcuse, almost to the 
main plaza. ‘lhe loss of life on our side was not 
severe on this day. On the morning of the 24th, a 
flag of truce was sent in, which resulted in the ca- 
pitulation of the town. 

During the whole ot the engagement on the 21st, 
Col. Kinney was exceedingly useful in carrying 
orders, and giving advice in matters with which 
his thorough acquaintance with Mexican customs 
rendered him familiar. He was in the thickest of 
the fight, moving about from point to point, and 
doing gvod execution with his rifle. This gentle- 
man’s services have been invaluable to Gen. ‘I'ay- 
lor in the movements of the army from Matamo- 
ros to this place. He has been everywhere recon- 
noitering t: e country, and procuring information 

--riding night and day, and exposing his life in a 
thousand ways. ‘The colonel never flinched from 
any duty required of him, and had Gen. Taylor or- 
dered him to go und bring him Ampudia’s portto- 
lio, he would have pundertaken it. I devote a 
paragraph to a mention of this gentleman’s servi- 
ces, because he deserves n.uch from the public, for 
whom he has labored su arduously, and so effi- 
ciently. 

P.S. Our killed and wounded, in taking Monte- 
rey, amounted to about five hundred, nearly three 
hundred killed. Some time wall elapse before the 
number will be known agcenrately, but it is well 
known that few prisoners were taken by the 
Mexicans.

efforts, I shall advert back to what s the 
feeling here some few years ago, and show you 
what you may conclude it is now. The evi- 
dence I shalladduce is thiv. A few years back 
a physician and member of the Presbyterian 
church came to this county, who received and 
showed to his friends, a few numbers of a paper 
published by yourself called, “Facts for the 
People.” It was thought by some that such 
documents were inadmissible, and that his 
presence was not necessary in this community, 
accordingly on the evening of the day follow- 
ing this notice, or as it was called, request, 
was handed to him by one of the officers of the 
commonwealth fur the county. 

Dr. Hickcock— You are requested by the un- 
dersigned and many others, to settle up your 
business if you have any to settle, in ten days 
from this time and leave this State. If you 
will do so willingly, we would be gratified, 
if not, you have to leave or abide the comse- 
quences, 

Guiascow, 19th June, 1843, 

The above was signed by 88 names. He set- 
tled up, or at any rate, left the county within 
the time named in the above notice, and I sup- 
-pose did, as | have never heard that he has been 
in the State since that time. 

At that time I do not know of but one copy 
of an anti-slavery paper taken in this county, 
or in this (Green River) country as it is ealled, 
and that was the Philanthropist. A few years 
before that time, say about 1836-7, some four- 
teen copies of that paper asI understand, were 
taken in this part of Kentucky. But the prin- 
cipal anti-slavery ncn moved from here from 
that time to 1843, so that you may readily an- 
derstand the state of fecling about the time the 
above notice was bronght forth. After that 
time the few anti-slavery friends left, thought 
it was unsafe for the principle acted on in the 
case given, to be considered as a precedent. 
Accordingly, as you will recollect, twenty dol- 
lars was placed in your hands to pay for 20 co- 
pies of the Herald and Philanthropist, ae we 
could procure the subscribers aye ge the: 
names to you, as it was shortly affer the tithe 
that you made the offer of that paper to clubs 
of twenty for $20, say in March, 1844. In about 
twelve months from that time, with considera- 
ble difficulty und much effort, that list of sub- 
scribers amounted to2]. And about that time 
(1845) ora little after, the prospectus for the 
True American was published in the Herald, 
and as several of the subscriber’s years were 
about a they concluded they must pa- 
tronise the True American, as it was proposed 
to publish it in our own State. So accordingly 
in June of last year, $10 was forwarded to C. 
M. Clay, for five copies of that paper. It re- 
ceived no additional subscriber until October, 
after that paper made its resuscitated appear- 
ance, and gave evidence that the 18th of Au- 
gust only suspended its animation, and not pro- 
duced its death as some supposed. 

From that time to this, its friends have la- 
bored somewhat more successfully, and they 
have become inspired with more zeal for the 
cause, and indeed some are looking forward, 
believing the time will soon arrive when they 
shall have evidence that their labor has not 
been in vain. And as I gave you some of the 
evidence on which to predicate what public 
sentiment was in 1843, 1 must necessarily 
give you what we consider some evidence of 
what the state of public sentiment now is.— 
From the time given above to now, your Her- 
ald has some seven subscribers, the Balti- 
more Saturday Visiter three, the True Ame- 
rican seventy-two; also the Anti-Slavery Re- 
porter has some twenty copies or more that 
comes here once a month; besides the New 
York Tribune, and the Watchman of the Val- 
ley, and several others, good papers of the kind, 
but not so effective as the first-mentioned in 
the anti-slavery cause. 

Another thing is, on the counters and tables 
of several of our Merchants and Mechanics may 
be seen copies of the True American, Herald 
and Anti-Slavery Reporter, and in our Court 
House I have noticed several copies of the 
above named papers lying on the tables within 
the bar or in the hands of several members of 
the Court. I saw during this week, at one 
time, four of its members, including a distin- 
guished Judge with copies of the True Ameri- 
can in their hands, reading it within the bar, 
and during the past week during the session of 
our Court, I think more than half of the time 
some of the members were reading some of the 
above named papers.

George Witson—A Kemarkable Stery, 
The New England Puritan gives the follow- 
ing particulars of the life of George Wilson, 
Professor of Mathematics in the Royal College 
at St. Petersburgh, Russia: 
A few years since, as the Rev. Mr. Gallandet 
was walking in the streets of Hartford, there 
came running to him a poor boy, of very ordi- 
nary first sight appearance, but whose intelli- 
gent eye fixed the gentleman’s attention, as the 
boy inquired, “Sir, can you tell meof a man 
who would like a boy to work for him and 
learn to read?” “Whose boy are you, and 
where do you live?” “I have no parents,” was 
the reply, “and have just ran away from the 
workhouse because they will not teach me to 
read.” The reverend gentleman made ar- 
rangements with the authorities of the town 
and took the boy into his own family. There 
he learned to read. 
Nor was thisall. He soon acquired the con- 
fidence of his new associates by his faithfulness 
and honesty. He was allowed the use of his 
friend’s library and made rapid progress in the 
acquisition of knowledge. It became necessa- 
ry after a while that George should leave Mr. 
Gallaudet, and he became apprenticed to a cab- 
inet maker in the neighborhood. There the 
same integrity won him the favor of his new 
associates. ‘Io gratify his inclination for 
study, his master had a little room finished for 
him in the apper part of his shop, where he 
devoted his leisure time to his favorite pur- 
suits. Here he made large attainments in the 
mathematics, in the French language, and oth- 
er branches. 
After being in this situation a ‘few years, as 
he sat at tea with the family, he all at once 
remarked that he wanted to gu to France.— 
“Go to France,” said his muster, surprised that 
the apparently contented happy youth had 
thus suddenly become dienes with his sit- 
uation, “for what?” “Ask Mr. Gallaudct totea 
to-morrow evening,” continued George, “and I 
will explain.” His reverend friend was invited 
accordingly, and at tea time the apprentice 
presented himself with his manuscripts in En- 
glish and French, and explained his singular 
intention to go to France. 
“In the time of Napoleon,” he said, “a prize 
was offered by the French Government for the 
simplest rule of measuring plain surfaces of 
whatever outline. The prize has never been 
awarded, and that method I have discovered.” 
He then demonstrated his problem to the sur- 
prise and gratification of his friends, who im- 
mediately furnished him with the means of 
defraying his expenses and with letters of jn- 
troduction to the Hon. Lewis Cass, then our 
Minister at the court of France. 
He was introduced to Louis Phillippe, and in 
the presence of the King, nobles and plenipo- 
tentiaries, the American youth demonstrated 
his problem and received the plaudits of the 
court. He received the prize, which he tad 
— won, besides valuable presents from the~ 
ing. 
He then took letters of introduction and pro- 
ceeded to the court of St. James, where he took 
up a similar prize offered by the Royal Society, 
and returned to the United States. Here he 
Was preparing to secure the benefit of his dis- 
covery, by P when he received a letter 
from the peror Nicholas himself, one of 
whose Ministers had attended his demonstra- 
tions at St. James, inviting him to make his 
residence at the Russian court, and furnishing 
kim with ample means for his outfit. 
He complied with the invitation, and repair- 
ed to St. Petersburgh, and is now Professor of 
Mathematics in the Royal College, under the

“LAW OF MARYLAND CONCERNING 
FREE NEGROES. 
“The article below from the Marlborough 
Gazette contains information which must in 
terest the people of this District. It is desira- 
ble that the acts of the Maryland and Virginia 
Legislatures which affect the interests of this 
District, should be published in the papers of 
Washington and Georgetown as soon as they 
are passed. Of the law referred to below T was 
wholly ignorant till I read the paragraph in the 
Gazette; and I must say, though a slaveholder, 
that I have read it with surprise and indigtia- 
tion. Indeed, | question whether alaw like 
that referred to is constitutional. 1 presume 
the consequence of an inability to pay the sec- 
ond fine (five hundred dollars) is the sale of the 
person offending, and he is thus, though free, 
to be made a slave perhaps fer life. Can any 
State, by a legislative enactment, reduce a 
free man to slavery without being guilty of 
felony or some high crime? It is, moreover, 
exceedingly unjust to the free colored popula- 
tion, and injurious to the white citizens of this 
District. A poor free negro, for instance, who 
happens to have a slave wife and children in 
Maryland, is absolutely prohibited from visit- 
ing his family under the penalty of being re- 
duced to slavery, and a citizen is prevented 
from sending his free servant into that State on 
his necessary business, or to carry one there as 
a nurse or a laborer. What would Maryland 
say if the Corporation of Washington were, by 
way of retaliation, to enact a law declaring 
every slave who comes to this city from that 
State, on his master’s business or otherwise, a 
free man? The Maryland law is not less un- 
justand iniquitous, and must be regarded as a 
wrong to the free black, and an injury and in 
sult to the white population of our District. 
JUSTICE. 
“*Free Negrocs.—T wo free negroes from the 
District of Columbia were arrested in this vil- 
lage on Sunday last for coming into the State 
of Maryland in violation of a law of the last 
Legislature. ‘They were fined $20 each, which 
sum being secured to the informer, they were 
discharged. ‘The fine under the Jaw for the 
second offence is $500, one half to the Coloni- 
zation Socicty, and the other to the informer.— 
Under the law of 1839, these restrictions were 
confined to free negroes coming from other 
States; but the law under which these negroes 
were arrested, subjects free negroes from the 
District of Columbia to all the penalties of the 
law of 1839. Several arrests have recently 
been made under this law, and, as few of the 
parties interested are presumed to know of its 
existence, it would be well for the District pa- 
pers to publish this article.’”—Marlborough 
Gazette.

Baltimore and Ohio Kail Road 
Company. 

We learn from the Baltimore Republican, 
that the Hon. Lewis McLean late Minister at 
the English Court, has resumed his duties as 
President of the Company. The tabular state- 
ments submitted with theannual report, “show 
a steady increase in the transportation, both of 
passengers and burthen. The increase in the 
number, and in the revenue from the convey- 
ance of passengers in the year just closed, com- 
pared with the preceding, has been more than 
fourteen per cent. During the same period the 
augmentation in the amount of tonnage trans- 
ported, has been more than thirty, and the in- 
crease in the revenue from the same source, as 
compared with the receipts of the preceding 
year, has exceeded twenty-six percent. The 
cost of working the road has not been greater, 
in proportionto the work done, than during the 
preceding year.” 

The net revenue, including the receipts from 
the coal trade, after deducting the expenses of 
working and keeping the road in repair, 
amount to the sum of $440,475 34—being $65,- 
713 60 greater than the previous year, and 
more than six per cent. upon the capital of the 
company. Of this sum, however, besides $65, - 
749 64 (being principal, interest and premium 
in sterling bills,) on account of the debt due 
the Mesars. Baring, there have been applied du- 
ring the year to the reconstruction of the road 
and tothe construction of barthen cars adapt- 
ed to the general trade; to improvements at the 
depots and to right of way; to the purchase of 
locomotive engines and the construction of wa- 
ter stations; to the purchase of additional pow- 
cr and machinery for the accommodation of an 
increasing coal trade, and on account of a sub- 
scription on behalf of the company to the capi- 
tal stock of the Pittsburgh and Connellsville 
Rail Road, the farther sum of $284,184 76, ma- 
king together $349,934 40 ~ and leaving of the 
net revenue of the year at the disposal of the 
Board the sum of $90,540 94—or about one and 
a quarter per cent.” 

Washington Brangh.—There has been an 
unprovement ip the busjness of this branch da- 
ring the last half year. ; 

“The net profits, including the surplus of 
$6,888 31, after the dividend in April last, 
amount to the sum of $60,576 70, of whieh the
